But musket and bail 
cannot determine the whole field of contro- 
versy; for when our arms shall have broken 
the military strength of the enemy beyotd their 
ability to renew the struggle successfully, the 
second contest alluded to may have orly 
begun cleaily to develope the important is- 
Eues staked upon it. There is deep fear in 
the public heart that this struggle, invo" vnag, 
as it does, the integrity of cur political sys- 
tem, will result ia the c amjdete revolution of 
the Gwvernra«Dt instituted by the founders of 
the nation. 

The original policy of this war, on the pait of 
the Federal Administration, was to enforee 
law against armed rebellion, restore natonai 
authority over the revolting States, and eo re- 
establish the Union under the Constitution, 
with itsgnarantees unimpaired- It was to m.ke 
war in behalf ol existing institutions, which 
constitute parts of our political system.

whose only plea in justification of these fatal 
abuses is that of "military necessity" in pros- 
ecuting the war. All these measures are not 
only violative, for the time being, of the spirit 
and form of our political system, but they im- 
minently threaten permanently to destroy the 
liberties of the people. They originated in 
the purpose of the dominant party to make 
tkis war the occasion for erecting a 
grand centralized power in America. They

I', is against this party and its perilous 
tendencies that the sterling Democrats of the 
loyal States are arrayed- They stand battling 
upon the ground of the Constitution, to re- 
store the Union upon its original, time— hon- 
ored principles.

To the Voters ol Kentucky. 

On the first Mouday in August next you 
will be called upon to elect a Governor for 
your State. During these four years ques- 
tions of momentous importance will have to 
be decided. The question as to "men and 
money " to carry on the war is elrcady fixed 
and determined; for Mr. Lincoln, by the con- 
script act, is empowered to draft as many men 
for the army as he p2eases,whether he chooces 
one million or two millions; and as for the 
money, he is authorized by Congress to raise 
twelve hundred millions of dollars, in addition 
to previous appropriations, between the 1st e f 
July, 1363, and the 1st of July, 1864. If this 
power placed In the hasds of the President is 
not sufficient to enable him "to crush the re- 
bellion," then there must be something wrong 
in its management or in his policy, and he cer- 
tainly should toot be trusted with any addi- 
tional means of sacrificing such a vast amcuut 
of life and treasure. JJ-U the rebe'Iion i* mow 
already virtually cruxfutl; and wllh it all the 
power of the rebel government. It i» a delu 
eion to suppose that it is an open question 
whether the Federal Govern me.nt or the 
Southern Confederacy shall have dominion in 
Kentucky; all such arguments are used to 
dec« Its you in voting, and are mere election- 
eering tricks to subserve party purposes. 
When the Governor elect assumes bis effi?e, 
the Southern Confederacy wilt be defunct, lit- 
erally and absolutely, and Jeff. Davis, if then 
alive, will be either in prison or in exile. The 
question ol the war and its continuance 
against armed forces w ill be tqnally at rest. 
The great question of the day will then be, 
not tear, bi t peace. The restoration of the old 
Uuion, the terms of admit si >n for the South- 
ern 8tates, the integrity of the old Constitu- 
tion, the confiscation of the property of the 
Southern people, the emancipation of their 
necroe*, the brutality and atrocity of negro 
soldiers, the continuance of Abolition rule; 
these, and a hundred other equally as moment- 
ous living questions, will, iu that year, have 
to be determ ined. 

Again, other even more important questions 
will arine for decision in the year 1S04, and 
during the term of the Governor now to be 
elected. In 1861, a national election will be 
held for President of the United States. Will 
the Southern States be allowed to vote at that 
election* Will they even be allowed, after 
laying down their arms and submitting to the 
law6 and Constitution, to come back sigain to 
the Union on the o!d basis? Mr. Lincoln 
tells Louisiana she cannot come back un il she 
changes her Constitution so as to abolUh 
s'avery. Shall the present Federal Constitu- 
tion be sustained as our fathers established it, 
or shall it be spurned from us and cast aside 
as "a league with hell and a covenant with 
dea'hr" The Uniou being restored, w/iir *>rf 
of Pasta shall it be? Shall it be such a Union 
as exists between Russia and Poland, between 
Austria and Hungary; or shall we establish a 
new form of government without State lines; 
or shall wc hava Goreraors sppointed by the 
General Government withont putting the peo- 



ple to the trouble and inconvenience ol 
voting? 

Again, even still more tremendously im- 
portant questions will arise in the year 1864. 

What shall be don o with the hall a million 
or moressldiers now in the army, aud who will 
have nothing to do, as the rebellion will then 
have been crushed? Shall they be retained 
uuder their military organization to sustain 
the Government; or to restrain the people; or 
to put down the old Constitution and prevent 
anarchy until a new form of government is 
igptm wnat liiuB. Deiaaxn inaugurate, o. on. ii *u. y v. t. 
)f the Journal and indorse- the elections; or shall they be disbanded and 
sent home as good citizens, to dig and delve, 
to weave and spin, to mold and build, so as to 
make up by toll aud Industry the t. rrible 
losses the nation has suffered during the or- 
deal of "this visitation of God's wrath upon 
us as a wicked and perverse generation?" 

All these questions willcoine up for consid- 
eration, and those persons whom we delegate 
as our agents at the coming election will have 
it iu their power to decide them for us, cither 
for our future weal or our future woe!

That 
programme mas follow -c by the Adminl trat on 
t>»r twelvemonths. A't:rwardsa new issue 
was raised by the Aumiuistratlon. On the 
18th of March, the Union Democracy assem- 
bled In this house, and adopted a platform. 
The first resolution affirms that th»" resolu- 
tions passed by the Legislature of Kentucky , 
which in a few words w as for the Union, aid 
an undying love of cuuntry, aud that tbe 
Union should triumph. This platform rrce'V- 
ed my cordial and hearty support. I have 
been unable to find a single man in tbe State 
of Kentucky who would make an issue on 
that poiut, as those of the opposition hold i ■■ 
same principles. 

The second resolution of our platform U 
for devoting our whole resources, if necessary, 
to crushing the present causeless and wiekid 
rebellion, and restoring the natiqo-ai.authority 
over the revolted States.

They cumpiaiu that 
these are violations of the Constitution; grant 
it. There is but little prospect of settling it 
at the ballot b: x. There is but one remedy — 
are you in favor of getting rid of the sus- 
p.:Hslon of the habeas corpus? The Ccnstitu 
tion says that this writ shall not be sus 
pended except in eaaes of invasion 
or rebellion. If you wish to get rid of It, 
c rush the rebellion, and then the cause hav- 
ing been removed, the :ct will perish with the 
removal of th cause. You say that y ou wish 
to get rid ol the cmaBcipatiou proclamation 
auel confiscation act. You also say that they 
are uncoostituiioual. Admit it. They exist 
only while the war lasts. Put dowu the re- 
bellion nnrl t>u»«<» acta will cease, iuc 
sovereign rights of the Spates will be respected 
by the courts of the United Slates. The con- 
fiscation will be throwi aside, and emancipt- 
tion is as uicicair. C.ush the rebellion aud 
conscription is at an ersL

You say that Lincoln s course is so obnox- 
ious that unless hn will abandon his radical 
measures you will give no more men or no 
more money for the further prosecution ot 
tbe war. What would be the result of this 
no-more mcu-und-no-more money policy ? Can 
the rebellion be put down without them? No 
revolution has yet been put down without 
men or money, and if this policy is carried 
out, it will result in the. triumph of the re- 
bellion. Lincoln will not change his policy, 
and wc have no power to change it Shall we 
then throw off these isms and jump in thos-o 
that are worse? 

The Southern Confederacy claims Kentucky 
as a part of her dominions, and they wail 
make no treaty of peace except in separation, 
and then all the slave States, with the excep- 
tion of Maryland, must be given up. They 
claim that Kentucky and Missouri both belong 
io tbe Confederacy. In this case the S:ate of 
Maryland is to decide by a popular vole what 
side she will link her destinies with. 

Then, if you believe that Mr. Lincoln will 
not abandon his poli;y, and you carry out the 
no-more-mera-aud no-more-money policy, you 
at once throw the State into the Southern 
Confederacy, which is your objectj yet you 
e'.aim that you are lor the Uoion and Consti- 
tution. Secessionists are endeavoring to 
steal the name of Democracy; I intend that 
thay shall not wear it. The guost of Andrew 
Jack son , as the ghost of B iuquo.will rise up and 
tear that garment from them. You say that you 
are Union men, and that you are for no more 
men or no mere money, unless Lincoln 
changes his platform. You are a hypocrit, or 
you believe that Line la is a better man than 
you are. I witl convince you. Yob say that 
Lincoln will abandon his measures before he 
will see the country destroyed. Do you be- 
lieve It? No! Yet you will let the Union slide 
before you will adopt Lincoln's meaaores. All 
who are for tbe policy ti no more men or no 
more money should be in the Southern Con 
lederacy. 

You say that the suspension of the habeas 
corpus is a great crime, and that it is an anful 
calamity on the[community. I agree. You say 
that il is so horrible that you will nut give 
another man or another dollar to prosecute 
the war, and thus throw yourself Into tbe 
S tnthera Confederacy, and find that it Is dead 
there. 

You complain of the conscription bill, 
which 6tates that tbe drafted mm must sub- 
mit or pay the snm of three hundred do"a'?. 
We will get rid of this by crushing out the 
rebellion. By carry ing out the no more-men- 
or-ao-more money policy, you will be thrown 
into the Southern Confederacy, where every 
man owning twenty negroes is cxtmpr. 

Now, In regard to the emarcipation procla- 
mation. At tbe time it was issued. Father 
Abraham thought that it was of bo force, as 
he excluded it Irom all States where he bad 
the power to enforce it. h% certain portions 
of Louisiana and North Carolina were occu- 
pied by our troops, ibe proclamation there 
was annulled, which proved that he had no 
power to enforce it. 

He spoke of the fugitive slave law and said 
that ibis law was respected the Eame as other 
livtsby the Federal GoverunEn'; that slave 
property was respected the same as other 
pr perty, and that all was on an equality. 
The Government is one that gives "equal 
rights to all and exclusive privileges to none." 
To escape emancipation you say no mere men 
and no more money, and by this doctrine you 
abolish slavery, for, by carrying out that idea, 
vou divide the country, ane! then slavery is 
st an end in all the border States. You pre 
tend to be a friend to slave institutions, * ■ ■ 
at the same time you use every eilort to de- 
stroy them. 

Now, in regard to negro regiments, you say 
that vou cannot stand tbem> Don't yen know 
It to ba a fact that in New Orleans the? raised- 
two negro regiments to fight the Yankees 
wit'a? Don't you also know that the first act 
"of the rebel Tenanrteee I.e^iela nre was to pais 
an set autlo.i/. : aj^ttoe riiiaiug ol negro regi- 
meins, and calling Mpou the nMRo;ic negroes 
to rally to the Southern cause? Don't you also 
know that the ObnledersteB have in their ser- 
vice savages from the far West to tomahawk 
and scalp worm™ and children? On his way 
home from thit city, after receiving the nom- 
ination, Me met about twenty women and 
children of Madison county who h*d been 
driven from their homes by armed hosu 
savages, siapioyed by the Conlcderates, 



seek protection among strangers. Bui when 
Abraham begins to taise regiments of negroes , 
get badly frightened and cry out no more 
men and no more money; and if you go to tbe 
other side, you put a negro on one side and 
an Indian en tbe other. The Democrat de- 
nounces Bramlette for defeasing Lincoln 
on tbis account, and the reason is that the 
negroe arc on the wrong side. He was for up- 
holding the Government whether tbe negro 
be on one side or Wie other, believing that 
the Government is right, and that it will grant 
all that a freeman can desire. He said' tbst 
the Administration was temporary, and 
whether good or bad would pass away in tte 
ci'iir-e or four years, but the Government 
wo aid last forever. 

I w i*h cow to talk in regard to personal 
matters. A correspondent writing to a paper 
here (the Democrat), who does not know the 
truth, or knowing will not terr*1t, has lied in 
regard to my position, and that paper is pub- 
lishing these t':ings about me. At my speech 
st Carlisle a reporter was present taking notes, 
and he look points and dxed them up to what 
his view of Kentucky politics should be. 
Upon seeing a rc port ol the speech, I took oc 
casion to make a general denial of, and make 
a correction of the same. The spe ch cou- 
taind seats :c< a that I had never uttered, and 
tb'.ugbu that I had never entertained; but 
still these papers continue to reiierate the 
charges aga'cst me. 

Wh.-n he reached Lexington he found thai 
there was a clique in that place that had gone 
off with one in this city. A paper that has my 
name st its head — the Lexington Observer and 
Reporter*— while pretending to sustain me and 
the Union Denocraey, are at the same time 
dclng their utmost to destroy the Union party 
in tbe State, by publishing the same lies that 
bad been made public through the corre- 
spondent of the L 'Uisville Democrat, i say 
that it is a deliberate and cowardly attempt st 
cold-blooded assassina'ion, and if I were at 
the polls and the editor cf the Lexington Oo- 
server and Reporter came forward and of 
tered to vote for me I would strike him to the 
earth.

Ci>lo.nbl: We chased John Morgan and his 
command over 50 miles to-day. After heavy 
skirmishing for six or seven miles, between 

tbe Forty fifth Ohio, of CoL Wolford's brigade, 
which was in the advance, and the enemy, we 
succeeded in bringing the enemy to a 
stkud about three o'clock this afternoon, 
when a fight ensued, which lasted an hour, 
when the rebels fled, taking refuge upon a 
very high bluff I sent a flag of truce de- 
manding uu immediate and unconditional 
surrender of M^rgau and his command. The 
flag was received by Col. Coleman aud other 
officers, who came down and asked a personal 
interview. They naked an hour lor consulta- 
tion among their officers. I granted forty 
uiiuutes, in which tiuu the command (ex- 
cepting Morgan, who deserted his com 
maud, taking with him a very small squad) 
surrender- d. It was my underataa.oing thai. 
Morgan hitr.selt had tui rendered, and I learned 
il Was the understanding eaf Morgan's officers 
and men. The number of killed and wound- 
ed is iLconsiderable. The nnmber of prison- 
ers Is from one thousand to fifteen huudred, 
including a large « umber of Colonel Mor- 
gan's line officers. I captured betwern six 
aud seven hundred prisoners yesterday. I 
think I shall capture Morgan himself to-mor- 
row. I had Colonel Woltord's and Jacob's 
brig ides. The conduct and bearing of officers 
and men, without an exception, evinced lh« 
greatest gallantry and a h'gh degree of skill 
aud discipline. 
(Signed) Shackelpobd, Brig. Gen. 

All the prisoners, numbering twenty five 
huudred, with B«sll Duke, are st sad neur 
Pomeroy, and are expected here to morrow. 
About two hundred of Msrgan's meu were 
killed and drowned in their effart to cross the 
Ohio at Butliugton.

How New York City Escapes the Con- 
scription — The Board of AMrrmeu 
Appropriate Two Millions and a Half 
Dollars for he Poor Drafted Men. 
The Board of Aldermen and the City Coun- 
cil of New York have passed an ordinance 
appropriating two millions and a half dollars 
to pay tbe three hundred dollars exemption 
for all poor perrons who may be unable to do 
so. The ordinance passed unanimously. It 
was resolved that the poor should be exempt- 
ed as well as tbe rich. Before the ordinance 
or the law goes into effect, the constitutional- 
ity of the law is to be tested. One provision 
of the ordinance is as follows: 

Sec. 0 The counsel to the corporation shall 
take immediate steps to test the constitution- 
ality of the aforesaid act of Congress ''An act 
for enrolling and calling out the National 
forces, and for other purposes," and this ordi- 
nate shall go into effect, and the Controller 
sh .11 pay the amount of money as directed in 
the first section of this ordinance, only in case 
the afortsaid act ia decided to be constitution- 
al by the proper judicial tribunals.

ITohse TmavES.— In looking over the 
''news from Southern sources," which we 
find iu our exchanges, we are almost satisfied 
that a general demoralization has occurred 
among the cavalry who were in the Confed- 
erate service in opposition to the army of the 
Cumberland. A great many of the cavalry 
rjgiracuts who were In the service under 
John Morgan, Wheeler, Forest, and others in 
the Confederate army, have been disbanded 
on account of their term of enlistment hav- 
ing expired, and, rather than re-enter the 
Confederate cause, and ba forced to go far- 
ther Sonth, have fully determined not to fight 
for a cause which Is utterly crumbling to 
atom=, but to fight, plunder, rob, and steal 
everything that they can get their hands upon 
wherever their leaders may choose to lead 
them. These men knew and feel that they 
have been lost to all honor and integrity, and 
would never be recognized in sn American 
community as men of honor; so they turn out 
to horse- steiling and every other mem avoca- 
tion, in order that they may subsist for the 
balance of their days, which are few. Our 
State is beimr overrun by these small bands 
of guerrillas and horse-thieve* — men who 
nee claimed the nuina of soldiers, but who 
have been converted into a band of wholesale 
robbers and plunderers, who go about over 
the country "seeking all whom they may de- 
vour." In nesrly every county men are 
rroping about stealirg horses, assassinating 
lnaoccnt persons, rifling their pockets, and 
whenever they are ciught they band out 
b^gus commleeion, which, of course, 
the Federal authorities respect, and thess 
same men eecapa bein g hung.

E4Um: This morning the "Con- 
valescent Battalion," under the command of 

Major John T. Farri*, of the Ninth Kentucky 
cavalry, returned to this post from an ex- 
citing and highly interesting canr»aign 
through our sister 8tates of Indiana and 
Ohio, in pursuit of the dashing freebooter 
and highwayman John H. Morgan. I am 
indebted to Lieut. Samuel N. Andrewa, of 
the Seven teenth Michjgaa volunteers, Adju- 
tant of Park Barracks, who accompanied the 
expedition as Adjutant, for the following par- 
ticulars and list of officers : 

After leaving New Albsnv, the expedition 
proceeded by land to Jefferson ville, where, 
after remaining one day and night, they took 
passage on the steamer Grey Eigle for Cin- 
cinnati, which place they reached on San- 
day, the 12th instant. Remaining in Cin- 
cinnati one night, they proceeded on up 
the river to Portsmontss? Ohio. A short dis- 
tance above Portsmouth our post battery, un- 
der the command ot Lieut. W. H. Brown, ot 
the Sixth Michigin battery, was ordered to 
shell tbe woods tor the purpose of finding the 
position or locality of the rebels. Our Doys 
behaved nobly, and although they did not 
have the pleasure of a personal interview wi.h 
John or any of his thieving troop, yet they 
evidenced the most determined bravery and 
willingness to do their whole duty had an op- 
portunity presented itself. Bat do opportun- 
ity presenting itself they were at length or- 
dered back to Cincinnati, and lrom there here, 
where they all arrived in safety, "without the 
Iocs ct a single man."

The experiment 
of crossing at that place proved to be most 
dikastroua lo him. Our captures amounted 
to three pieces of cannon— all he had, 700 
prisoner?, and the same number of horses. 
The men are regularly equipped with re- 
volvers, sabers and carbines, in proportionate 
quantity. 

Morgan then, as wc have before stated, fled 
with the residue of his c -ramaod in a paratlel 
dire:tion with the Ohio river, keeping out 
behind the hills, on account of th« gunboats, 
and not approaching the liver till he baa 
reached a Utile village called lie tie vi 11:. 

Ue supposed thit era tbh he bad outstrip- 
ped the guoboate, and with a bold iront rode 
up, demanding vi tha citizens arsietanee la 
crcssins. Moved by his threats, tbey began 
to bring forth old tlitboats and ecows, seem- 
ing to be ia tumultuous hurry, but In reality 
causing all ibe delay th*.y possibly conld.
